PROFIT FOR FARMERS 

IN HOME BUTCUCRING 

Under pi e a e ut eoaditions tha 

home buteherihg and curing of meats 
shpnld be highly profitable to Ken- 
tucky fanners, provided proper at- 
tention is given to the many impor- 
tant details connected with these 
prot'es.ses, says Mr. E. J. Wilford, 
a member of the aniiMl hoabandry 
stalT of the College of Agriculture. 
High freight rates combined with 
noiMfMs bandliny diarfea make 
packing house produeti unreason- 
ably expensive when the price of 
thaae is compared with tha price 
price which farmers receive for an- 
imals on foot, Mr^Wilfoflt. said. 
Home killing and caring of meata 
daring what is usually a slack sea- 
son on the farm wil| make it possi- 
ble for farmers, to take advantage 
of the profits enjoyed by nuddlemen 
and at the same time obtain a pro- 
duct which should be superior for 
home ne to that froai Aa paeking 
houses. In Kentucky butchering is 
done any time after Thanksgiving, 
a tempatefnre of 86 to 88 d^ees 
being cold enongh to eool the meat 
pi opertly. 

Health, condition, quality, age 
and weight ara tha important things 
to look for in tbe nniinal which is to 
he butchered on the farm. Care 
should be taken to see that the ani- 
in il wh'rh -s slautrhtered is healthy 
since there is danger of transmit- 
ting disease from the animal to the 
|i(>rson wlio eats the meat. Siirns 
uf tuberculosis and . cholera as' well 
as indicationa of fever or other ab- 
not-malitie shoold ba w;atohed for 
eurefully. 

Animals in high condition that are 
not losing flesh at the time they are 
slaushtere<l usually produce the best 
meats. Animals which i^re gaining 
weight rapidly at the time they are 
killed usually yield tbe best oality 
of meat. On the other hand, extreme 
condition increases the lard yield
